I imagine that advertizeraents in the Library 
Journals might work, but so far I have not discovered which ones are 
best, etc. Y a u say you have net advertized. Do you know where one 

could do this in magazines that would reach the trade as outlined above? 




The Vanity Publishers claim t© publish and distribute books 
others will not print. The problem with them is that I fear one 
could never expect back even i of what they charge. Also I dont 
thank they do a good job, make 'their profit on the first charge, 
and dont give a dam thereafter. What is really needed is someone 
that will charge say $500 to $1,000 for promotion and in this actually 
reach the trade with proper literature. If one thought he was getting 
a fair shake for his money, which the vanities do net give you in my 
opinion, he vyould not mind spending a ‘little dee. 

I do wish you would go into detail a little more about the 
two problems I outlined above.
